death, and the others by various ways. 
Ot tho 303 prisoners sewn only are fe- 
males. Ot tho convicts a little over G2 
per cent have been employed in tlie 
shops, for which labor M. 1). Wells & Co. 
pay at the rate of forty cents per day, 
the total amount received from Wells & 
Co. being over $26,000. The average 
hours work per day ia.toil hours. 
The 


cost ot subsistence for each convict per 
day is eleven centd, and tho total cost 
per week for each convict is $2.86, and 
the yearly cost of each convict above the 
average earnings is ijfSG.

THE TIWER-HUNTEB OF MADRAS, 


While sitting in tho little doprtt nt 


JOOA one afternoon, in conversation 
with tho station agent, freight No. 13, 
from Madras, came on to tho sliding 
opposite to wait ftnr the Bombay express 
to pass. Attached to tho long train of 
rice cars, wore several flats, some with 
••daks" on them, others with paluu- 
•qnlns, and on tho hindermost a very 
odd-looking object which at once at- 
tracted our attention—tho more that 
there seemed to bo a man inaide it. 
" What hare you got on that rearcar. 


FalesP" my friend the agont called out 
to tho conductor of the freight. 
" You've got mo now!" replied that 


official, with A laugh. " That's a non- 
descript. No name on it 
Billed to 


Yuloodion. Walk up and see for your- 
selves, gentlemen. That ia tho shipper 
inaUo; ;name, Gecter Zoom Joogr, by 
trade a tiger-killer. But you won't find 
Urn talkative." 


Tho "nondescript" was a round, 


cage-like structure, some twelve feet in 
diameter, by six or seven In height Tho 
bottom was of heavy black timber, and 
• the flat top of the same, but not quite 
as' massive, while the sides wero of 
thick, straight, brown bamboo rods, or 
ban, set upright.' like stanchions in the 
black bed-pieces, with spaces betwixt 
them four or five inches wide. 
In 
short, it ww a heavy, round cage, made 
yean and'years ago. arid of curious 
workmanship. 


But the old native inside it was a still 
greater curiosity. Ho was arrayed in a 
dirty blue cotton frock, and drawers, 
or trowsers. of tho same stuff. His feet 
wero bare—such feet! They were so 
shrunken and bony, aud of such shiny, 
wine-brown hue, as to give one the idea 
that they had been calcined over a slow 
fire. 


The man was bare-headed, too, and 


. what is- not common among Hindoos, 
' his - bur, thin: and In pan gray, was 
braided in a cue 'down his back. 


The tightness of the skin across his 


browagavetphiscountennnceastraugo- 
^te. jnumtnilicd expression, hardlv re- 
lieved by the deep, dull, black eye's and 
come, thin eyebrows; while the lower 
part of his face was curiously marked 
'with BtUl coarser crinkled hairs, too 
scattering to be called a beard. 
. His genotal complexion was likd'.an 
old, withered walnut,. From the elbow 
down, his arms were bare; and they 
•ecmed mere paroela of bone and siuow 
bound tightly up in sun-dried hide, 
white hislean fingers like claws tormi- 


• oated in nails an inch or more long. 
Indeed, in the matter of personal ap- 
pearance, Mr. Geeter Zoom Joogr was 
one of the strangest unhttman human 
beings I have aver chanced to meet in 
any country. 
' 
• Set against the side of the cage were 


two short spears, or lances, five or six 
feet In length, with handles of some 
black wood, and thin; sharp, slender 
points of bright steel which shone like 
silver. These blades, or points,-were 
otlhemselves nearly or quite two feet 
long; altogether very ugly-looking im- 
plements. 


I did not find him at all communica- 
tive. Ho sat on a cano stool, with his 
back to the bars of the cage, and solaced 
the fatigues of his journey with an enor- 
mous pipe. 


My knowledge of Hindustani was not 


sufficient to make much impression on 
him at first. A few stolid responses 
were all that I could elicit from him. 
lie said, or rather admitted, that he 
was going to Yuloodion to kill a tiger; 
and that killing man-eating tigers was 
his business. Fifty rupees was lib prico 
Cot killing a dangerous tiger. 


-' He had made this his business for 
twenty years, since the Sepoy war. 


I felt very curious to know how the old 


nan hunted, and asked permission to 
go op to Ynloodian and participate in 
the hunt. To this request he made no 
reply for awhile, but upon my urging it 
;several tunes, at length said: 
"The sahib eon suit himself." 


• Just then the express whistled in, 
' and aa soon as it bad passed, the freight 
and with it old Geeter and his cage 
moved on. 
- * 


Late in the afternoon, after my duties 
on the section were over for the day, I 
went up on the "way freight" to 
Yuloodion, taking my Kemington car- 
blno and a stock of cartridges 


It was one of those little' Hindoo vil- 


lages of perhaps two; hundred souls, 
where the people were persecuted by a 
tiger; a state of things hard to conceive 
of in America. But in India, where 
Buddhism prevails to some extent, it is 
contrary to religion to kill any creature, 
even tigers and venomous snakes. 
Ordinarily tigers are not dangerous 


to tho people. But sometimes one will 
get a taste of human blood. Thence- 
forward such a tiger will subsist on 
nothing save man's flesh, if it can by 
any boldness obtain it; and making its 
lair in the thickets on the outskirts of 
some little hamlet, it will prey on the 
poor people till some English officer, or 
some professional tiger-killer, like old 
Geeter eomes and slaughters it. . It will 
thus be seen how tiger-killing can come 
to ba a kmd of trade in India. 


It was dusk when I got off at Ynloo- 
dian. The agent said that old Geeter 
had arrived at three o'clock with his 
cage, and that a party of natives with a 
bullock team had driven it off to the 
village, half a mile away. Thither I 
Proceeded on foot and alone. None of 
the natives wero astir. The huts were 
au closed and dark. The people had 
Shut themselves up at twilight for fear 
«tho tiger. For the savage boast, now 


for several wcefrs, had been accustomed 
to enter the hamlet at night, prowling 
around as it pleased. Twice it had 
seized persons within their very doors. 


But by dint of knocking arid shout- 


ing I learned where the old"tiger-slayer 
had located his cage; I had only to fol- 
low tUo street, or rather path, leading 
through tho hamlet and out at a gate 
into the open country beyond. No ono 
would venture forth at this hour to 
guide me; but the distance was not 
more than three hundred meters beyond 
the gate in the stake-fence inclosing 
the hamlet; and 1 camo upon the cage 
after a fow minutes. It was set on the 
ground in tho high rayche grass, a few 
paces from tho jungles and thorn thick- 
ets which skirted a sarkce (creek). 


Feeling a little uncertain as to how 


old Geeter might recoivo mo, or how he 
might act if f came upon him by sur- 
prise. I called out, "God be with you!" 
several times in Hindustani. 


I did not wish him to mistake me for 
a tiger, by any means. Perhaps I called 
more loudly than I need have done. 
" God be with you!" responded the old 
man in a low tone; but it was with an 
inflection and emphasis not in tho least 
in keeping with those words. 


I' ventured to draw nigher, however. 


Old Geeter was in his cage, sittin" si- 
lent and on tho look-out, like a spider in 
his don. Tho cage was his place of 
business, aa ono might say. 


After some parley I was admitted 


through a littlo trap-door in tho top, 
which was securely buttoned down 
again; bnt my reception was a most un- 
gracious one. Ho grumbled ominously: 
in tho 'native tongue of my disturbing 
tho night and breaking his spoils. 


Besides our two selves in tho cage 


there was tho carcass of A goat to at- 
tract the tiger. 


Hour after hour of the damp, warm, 


dark night wo sat crouched motionless 
there. Old Geoter neither spoke nor 
5novcd; but I could hear him breathe. 
Once we heard a short, querulous roar 
which I supposed to be that of a tiger 
at a distance, but no tiger camo near. 


Day broko at last, and when it had 


grown fairly light, wo got out and went 
to tho village, where tho people had 
now begun cautiously to look forth from 
their doors. Several asserted that they 
had soon and heard tho karachu (rav- 


er) about tho hamlet during tho hours 
0 darkness. 


I went back down to Jooa on tho 


early morning " mail" from Bombay; 
for my duties did not admit of my be- 
ing absent a day; but I arranged with 
ola Geoter to join him again that night. 
1 may as well confess that I had to win 
his consent by a present of a few ru- 
pees. 


As I thought over his method of tiger- 


killing it occurred to mo that I could 
improve upon it. During my experi- 
ence as a " currei" in Brazil, I had 
often on my weekly.journeys made use 
of a " bird-call" for wayside hunting, 
and I had that identical old whistle stUI 
in my chest. 


My first plan was to imitate the bleat- 


ing of a kid with it, thinking thus to 
attract tho tiger, but reflecting, after a 
few trials, that this was a tiger with a 
taste for human (lash, I began to coun- 
terfeit the crying of a child, which I 
found no very diUicult matter when 
once I had got the right key for it.- ; 
I said nothing to old Geeter of my 


trick when I reached Yuloodian that 
evening, but joined him as before. 


•Tho night was very still. 
Several 


times tho "weird cry of a dovoteo in tho 
distant village of Uuzotpore came faint- 
ly to our ears, over many miles. The 
stars shone down with a misty luster. 
It was very damp, yet warm. 


Once a cloud of green, sparkllug lire- 


flics camo, and drifting in betwixt the 
stout bars of tho cage, fairly lighted 
it up with their glinting (ires. Later, a 
dolefully howling pack of jackals swept 
by us, eight or ten rushing up to sniff 
the goat's blood. 


Midnight drow on, and for a long 


time all was utterly silent, save that an 
"aysheo" came near and "blew" shrilly 
several times, impatiently stamping its 
sharp hoofs on tho dry turf. 


Then came a sound, new, strange and 
terribly realistic in this old land of an 
unprogressive race. With a ponderous 
roar and wide-spread jar and tremor of 
the staid old soil, a lurid red flashing of 
hot furnace doors and the belching out 
of fire-lit steam and smoke, the long, 
heavily loaded "Freight No. 17" from 
Madras went past. For miles and miles 
its thunderous forceful rush and the 
echoes of its peremptory whistle and 
loud bell wore borne bock to us. Ev- 
erything of nocturnal mystery and old- 
time legend and superstition, conjured 
up by the silence and darkness, seemed 
shivered by it. It was an hour ore Old 
India and night had again regained pos- 
session of themselves round Yuloodian. 


Then, once more, like a wail from 
dead, misguided millions, came tho 
melancholy cry of tho dovoteo, in his 
solitary and painful vigil; aud not long 
after wo heard the gruff bark, or grunt, 
of a prowling tiger from across tho 
sarkee. 


With that I softly drew out my 
"call" and began crying and sobbing 
like a child in distress. 


Old Geeter started and uttered a low 


exclamation, then as quickly divining 
my motive, he sat down again in his 
former listening posture. 


Several times I imitated tho cry of 


Hindoo children, "Maumay, maumay, 
maumay," then sobbed on as some littlo 
one lost in tho jungle might do. 
Presently my old confrere whispered, 


"Bcesh!" (Hush) "Beesh! Tarku zo!" 
(Hush! Tho boost hears.) 
I had hoard nothing and continued to 


hear not a sound; out tho old natlvo 
was grasping ono of his spears, crouch- 
ing on his knees, every muscle braced. 


Five or ten minutes passed. 
I fancied tho old man's oars were 
hardly so sharp as ho thought them. 
But on a sudden a low, eager sunflle, as 
when some carnivorous beast scents a 
gory morsel, bcoko the stillness. Look- 
ing intently through tho darkness in 
that direction, I espied two flashing 
orbs in the high grass! 


Slowly, stealthily and with scarcely 
a rustic of tho dry stalks, those green- 
tinted, fiery eyes were coming nearer. 


The carcass of tho goat was hung up 


against the cage bars, inside it. 


When within twelve or fifteen yards, 


the creature seemed to fly at ono bound 
from out the grass against tho side of 
the cage, uttering a low intense growl! 
The cage rocked violently; I was 


thrown to one side, but old Geoter, bet- 
ter prepared for the shock than I, kept 
his crouching position, and as tho tiger 
clung, growling aud tearing at the car- 
cass, he thrust out his spear, giving; it 
a slight wound. 


Astonished at the sharp prick the 
great brute bounded off to one side; 
*»en with a savage roar sprang against 
the cage again, its eyes flashing, growl- 
ing horribly, the picture of venomous 
wrath. The air was stifling with its 
musky breath. It wrenched and tore 
at the cage with its griping claws, the 
bamboo bars sprung ana cracked fright- 
fully. 


But this was tho chance old Geeter 


had waited for. Before I could take 
aim, or fire, he lunged with all his force 


Irlvlng that Ipug acute lance point out 
betwixt the,bars deep into the tiger's 
exposed breast. 


With a loud, agonized cry, strangely 


in contrast with its deep, bass growl and 
roar, the beast leaped backwards to the 
ground. It was the animal's mortal 
cry, and I never saw a more fearful 
death-struggle. 
, , 


'Time and again it bounded high up 
nto the air, tumbling heavily down, 
only to leap upward again. Its fright- 
fully hideous cries might have been 
lenrd a league off. 


It roust have been some minutes ere 


death relieved tho animal's dying pains; 
nor did we venture forth till "it lay limp 
and breathless. Daylight showed iit to 
sea very sleek yellow and black mot- 
led tiger of the largest size. It had 
fattened on human flesh; not loss than 
thirteen persons, including children, 
iad been its victims during the month 
it had beset tho village. 


I remained to-see 'the people of i the 
hamlet come out at sunrise to qxalt 
over the "karachu. They performed 
a kind of thanksgiving dance, i Old 
Sector remained with them—to collect 
his pay, I presume.

Two days later I saw him pass Jooa 


in his cage on n freight train; ho looked 
as grim as ever.—Youth's Companion. 


Onoi.of Its Lessons.

Probably it has never occurred to 


any one of tho idle and dissipated class, 
either among ,tho young men of our 
groat: cities , or among men who are 
>lder and should bo wiser, that the sick-, 
bod at Washington had any special les- 
son for him. Yet such is tho fact, plain, 
}hough to those who have eyes to !sco. 
Wo do not mean necessarily a moral 
lesson; it is sharp enough merely as a 
lesson of expediency, ft may bo com- 
pvossod into this simple question: If 
President GarQeld had been a man of 
dissipated habits, how long would ho 
iavo survived Guiteau's shot r It has 
been clearly recognized from the first 
that the fact that the President has led 
a temperate, regular life, greatly in- 
creased his chances of recovery, and 
gave him that 'splendid strength and 
endurance with' which ho has fought 
against death. Thero are many dan- 
gers in such a caso to which the man of 
intemperate habits in any particular 
would be more liable than the man who 
has never boon addicted to what is 
called high living, but which might 
more accurately bo called low living, 
[t is probably true, also, that the calm- 
ness and courage with which tho first 
j;rcat shock and all tho dangers'that 
Save followed it until now wero met, 
were, although native to the man, in 
some measure duo to tho wholesome 
poise of body and mind maintained by 
well-ordered living. 
] • 


It is surely something to be equipped 


In this fashion to meet tho great emer- 
gencies of lilo. Persons of more mod- 
bst station than Presidents are fortu- 
nately not in much danger of assassina- 
tion. 
But no man, no matter how in- 


conspicuous liis place in tho communi- 
ty may be, can bo sure that ho may not 
at any moment bo confronted aa sud- 
denly as President Garfield was , with 
some 
situation 
demanding all; his 


strength of body and mind to meet and 
be equal to it—perhaps, even in a phys- 
ical sense, to survive it. Tho unex- 
pected happens now and then in the life 
of every man. Tho young fellow about 
town who pursues pleasant vices to pass 
away time, aud dulls a brain already 
enfeebled by chronic idleness and dis- 
sipation ; the lawyer, perhaps of middle- 
age, who is letting the habit of drink- 
ing grow upon him day by day; even 
the man whose only sin is that fatal one 
of habitual 'intemperance In bard work 
—none of these men, and none of the 
many classes for whom they may jstand 
as types, can be sure that out of tbo 
calm of any commonplace davthoicrisis 
of their lives will not suddenfy rise, un- 
der which a weakened body and ajmind 
unstrung may go down in hopeless do- 
feat It is of practical value to every 
man, leaving considerations of morality 
aside, that he shall at all times have all 
his powers unimpaired, his body sound 
and healthy, his judgment clear and 
cool, and all his resources under sure 
command. 
i 


This tragical episode will hajre its 


lesson, also, perhaps, for another class 
of the people—our public men. There 
has been a great improvement in the 
morals of pur public men within tbo 
post generation or two, although a 
contrary impression sometimes prevails. 
It is perhaps only a single feature of 
the general chango for tho better that 
is to be seen in all branches of society. 
The manner of life is less gross, And re- 
finement has increased with the spread 
of intelligence. It should bo said, also, 
that most of the Presidents have been 
estimable and cleanly men in their pri- 
vate lives. But a good example in tho 
White Houao'is never thrown awjay, for 
the official life of tho Capital and tho 
country is never free from vice} what- 
ever tho improvement has been,; and it 
may be of especial advantage jto .the 
people that the men who are to make 
and execute our laws shall see jn what 
good stead wiso habits may stand a man 
in a vital crisis."—-ft". Y. Tribune.'

It would hardly seem possible for a 


sentimental traveler—supposing a per- 
son of that description to exist in our 
days—to arrive for the first time at St. 
"•etersburg at this moment without a 
mixture of feelings in which sadness 
>redominated. He is aware that he 
IBS crossed the frontier of a Ihrge 
State, the largest of all compact states, 
aud. perhaps, only second to1 that of 
the United Kingdom of Groat Britiaii 
and Ireland, with all its colonies and 
rossessiona; so big a state that froni 
,he frontier station at Vierzbolow, or 
Warbellatt; $t>j 'St:; Petersburg termi- 
nus there is a distance of 560 miles, far 
ixcneding that between. London and 
Edinburgh, and yet tho first journey of 
two ujghta and, two .days only brings 
one to the capital, which lies in .the 
comer of tho Empire. A'glanco at the 
map will satisfy, us that tho surface 
of tho smaller half of •this Empire- 
European Russia—is considerably larger 
than that of, all tho'other states of 
Europe put together; while the other 
half—Siberia, with tho rest of tho Asi- 
atic provinces—ia not far from cover- 
ing one-third of tho Asiatic continent; 
Hid that a recent traveler, the Rev. 
Henry Lansdell in his ftvo months' 
journey from London to the mouth of 
the Amoor, all across tho Czar's domin- 
ions, wont over 2,600 miles by rail, 
5,700 miles by steam, and 3,000 miles 
by horses, or, altogether 11,500 miles 
almost in a straight line.

In the mere bigness of his country, a 
Russian has ample reasons to be proud. 
But a state,'like a man, may bo none tho 
happier for all that. A lolty staturo, 
to be sure, enables a man to 'look .over 
tho heads of a crowd, an unquestion- 
able advantage, -and, mere height im- 
parts an air of 'dignity- nud command 
which the undersized fully appreciate.

With respect to railways, it was Rus- 
sia's misfortune to go late to work 
about their construction, and cvoii what 
she has achieved between the .Crimea 
and Turkish wars—1854~- 187G — scarce- 
ly amounts now to 14,000 niilos, to 
which, after the peace of Berlin, she is 
barely adding 700 miles yearly—a strik- 
ing contrast to other largo countries— 
as to the United States of'North Amer- 
ica, for instance, which boasts of a net of 
railway lines of 95,000 miles, with an 
average annual addition of 10,000 miles. 
This backwardness of Russia in her 
endeavors to annihilate space by rauid 
and easy means of locomotion can hot 
be without grave consequences for her 
commercial and social, as well as'finan- 
cial and political interests. 
It is lost 


ground for her in her battle of life; in 
the incessant struggle against 
that 


geographical position which from the 
beginning doomed her to seclusion from 
the civilized ,wpr|d—a struggle the ev- 
idence of which may be read in every 
page of the country's history, aud may 
be followed in every shift of its gover- 
mcitt's policy.—Lmulon Times.

Wilson was hard pressed for a grub 
stake, so Winters took him in and gave 
him work in the placers. They could 
not afford to employ him on a salary, 
and after remaining in camp three dnys 
Wilson took a grub stake and started 
up Baxter canyon. Sitting on a boulder 
to rest he chipped off a corner of tho 
rock and found " color." He con- 
cluded that there must bo a good lode 
somewhere in the vicinity, and com- 
menced to search for an outcrop up the 
mountain side. Ho had traveled but 
twenty yards when ho found the en- 
chanted spot, and located tho famous 
Homestakc claim. Ho wont back to 
camp and reported his find, oflering it 
for sale.

BUPRKriK COOKT.DECISION*. 
The following is the syllabus'of the de- 


cision rendered by tho Supreme court in 
;he |case of Smith vs. tho city of Janes- 
ville, the opinion being by Judge Cole: 


1. The courts of this state tako judi- 
cial notice of tho incorporation of a city 
of the state; and a complaint against 
such city need not aver its corporate 
character, notwithstanding sec. 3205, K. 
3., which probably refers to private cor- 
porations only. 


2. The limitation contained in ch. 141 


of 1874 applied to tax certificates issued 
in 1870 and 1871, and deeds issued there- 
on, and it continued to apply to them 
after the revision of 1878, by virtue of 
sec. 4796, R. S., notwithstanding tho re- 
peal of the act by that revision and tho 
enactment of sec. 1185 iu its staid. 
3. When an action relating to tho va- 
lidity of tax deeds, commenced within 
tho time proscribed by tho act of 1S74, 
was finally determined adversely to their 
validity morethau six years after tho ma- 
turity of some ot tho certificates on which 
such deeda were based, but loss than six 
years from the maturity of others, the 
act reserved a right of action upon tho 
former class of certificates tor one year 
from tho date ot such decision, but re- 
quired the action upon the latter class to 
bo brought within six' years from their 
maturity. 
4. A demurrer to the complaint on tho 


ground that tho action was not com- 
menced within tho time limiteJ by law, 
is bad whou the compliant itself docs 
not show when tho action waa com- 
menced. 


Another case recently decided is that 


of Mills vs. Tho Evansvillo Seminary, 
the following being tho syllabus of the 
opinion given by Judge Colo: 


1. By tho judgment of this court hero- 
in on a former {-appeal by tho plaintiff's 
(47 Wis., 354) it is rea adjudicate, that 
the object ot this suit, in equity, ia the 
enforcement of a forfeiture (tho reforma- 
tion of plaintiffs' deed being sought only 
for tho purpose ot having tho forfeiture 
declared;) and that the circuit court, 
should not have entertained tho suit. So 
much of tho judgment bolow as declares 
void a deed of tho defendant seminary to 
its oodofendant, must thereforo b3 re- 
versed on defendants' approval. 


[2. Equity refuses k/eiitartain a stilt ti> 


reform an absolute deed by inserting a 
forfeiture clause, on tbe same ground on 
which it refuses,to enforce a forfeiture.
